Is this now in the archive? has it, from 
records, ever in the possession of the government? 

I nave been told that there were occasions on which people 
who took pictures at the time of the assassination were inter- 
viewed by the Dallas police but not federal agents. Are there 
records of such interviews and pictures? 

T have also been informed that the FBI took film and tape, 
including scenes at and near the assess ina t ion , in the hos- 
pital, at the scene of the Oswald murder, and of interviews. 

Does any of tnis now exist in the archive, or is there any 
record of any of this? 

<w-tn my letter of 12/26/66 I asked for data on film taken 
at the time of the assassination and whether or not lists cf 
such film and the photographers and interviews with the pho- 
tographers exist in the archive. Possibly it will be helpful 
If I refer you to hxhioit 2594, in which Mr. Hoover reported 
to Mr. Rankin an Investigation that ,! included a review of all 
available film taken near the Texas School Book Depository 
Building following tne shooting". 

'-'-If the FBI made copies of the Bstzner pictures, they should 
now bo in the archive, as should any correspondence or memo- 
randa, including on their return. If this is the case, I shoulc 
like one copy of each.
